Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-1 5, 1 7-29 and 31 -39 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
neither discloses nor teaches a security system that has the specific configuration of 
sensors located at a monitored location that communicate through bi-directional 
communication means to a central processing center that can also communicate back 
to the sensors through a satellite return channel further comprising means to prevent 
reception of the satellite signals or modify the satellite signals once they are received.
